aud attorneys, but it is riot uncommon lo 
liud ns much talent at tho bar as on the 
bouch, and iu many districts of our country 
tho government attorneys are no match for 
tho lawyers that can bo secured by a rich 
defendant. Tho law oflicors of tho govern- 
ment aro much more apt to be distinguished 
politicians than distinguished lawyers.

The Frenchman carried the bo 
to his but, and cared for him the best h 
could. 
But there was no physician, o 


medicine on the island, and he could do bu 
little. "When we came into tho harbor th 
Frenchman brought tho boy on board to b 
cared for, aud ho is now in a very low con 
dition. The boy's story is as follows, fron 
what wecau learn from him, aa he is t« 
weak to talk much: His name is tJeorg 
"W. Graves, and belongs to Claroinont, t 
H., where his mother titill lives, as ho suj 
' poses. Ho left homo in 1870, and has ove 
since been on board whale-ships. For th 
last four months ho lias been on board tb 
barque Europa. About six weeks since h 
waa taken sick on board, had no caro, n 
food suitable, and the captain told hini h 
would take him to Yokohama and put- bin 
in the hospital there.
